Last Week 


There were many interesting results in Canberra soccer 
over the holiday weekend in matches which were played in bleak 
conditions. 


At Deakin Oval, the Ist Division clubs participated in a 7 A Side 
competition. 

The draw for the competition confused a lot of people because it was a 
departure from the usual knockout and round robin type tournaments but 
it was designed as a lighthearted training exercise for the clubs and 
was accepted as such by nearly everyboby. 

Quite a number of clubs used reserve players and a number of 
these were noticed doing well. 

The draw was arranged to give clubs losing matches in the first 
two rounds the opportunity of playing on so that no club would have had 
less than two matches and clubs losing in the early rounds would get 
little spell between matches as a penalty. 

The day opened with Olympic quickly into stride against Juventus 
and showed that it could adapt quickly to the 7 A Side conditions. Olympic 
won this game well and Forrest overcame Monaro who finished up giving some 
youngsters from their junior teams a run. In the second series Lyons were 
much too hot for Phillip and Croatia-Deakin and Turner were equal on goals 
with Turner being awarded the game on corners. This meant Turner to play 
Lyons and Croatia-Deakin to play Phillip but Croatia-Deakin would have none 
of this, disputing the decision on the Turner game as the Captain was not 
aware of the corner ruling, and the players promptly withdrew from the 
competition and so Phillip moved further on. 

In the next rounds Lyons and Olympic won their way to the semi-finals 
while the others had yet another game to get into the semi finals and 
it turned out to be Juventus and Phillip. Lyons and Olympic had the 
advantage of a spell and came out fresher than Juventus and Phillip but in 
a surprise Phillip got past Lyons on corners and the final was between 
Olympic and Phillip with Phillip getting ahead early but eventually tiring 
and Olympic won the day. : 

Trophies were awarded to the players in both the winning and second 
teams. 

There were a number of spectacular efforts during the day, Joe Fusca 
scored four goals for the day and Tasso Samios managed three.

At O'Connor, the going was tough for a number of teams and CAE finally 
defeating St George after what seemed like one hundred penalty kicks. The 
Weston Woden game was transferred to ANU because time was running out and to 
everyone's surprise Weston got up 1-0. Hughes who had a forfeit from Dickson 
were left standing by the Under 15 rep team which must have been a blow with 
a Ist Division side coming up on 1st July. 

Belconnen and South City had a draw in what must have been a torrid 
encounter and the date of the re-play has yet to be fixed. Apparently 
Belconnen had the chance to clinch it with a penalty in the dying moments 
but the South City rose to the task. 

Goulburn just scraped home against RMC and is now faced with serious 
injury problems. Jamison and Queanbeyan City had little trouble while ANU 
wiere comfortably home.

I have been associated with Lyons Soccer Club since its beginnings 
in 1970 ( one of those dreadful, fanatical, nationalistic clubs ?) and 
have during that time represented the club at ACTSF Council meetings :- 
great fun they are ; up till recently one was guaranteed a suspense 
mystery before each meeting commenced--will enough clubs to form a quorum 
arrive ? who will turn up next ? Can we start yet, we are now 45 minutes 
late ? Who can we ring to authorise a proxy vote for Club X,Y, or Z ? 
Great fun. Perhaps Shirley would like to come sometime. The point obviously 
needs to be made again that the Federation is the sum of the clubs. It is 
the club delegates who vote and decide on issues, who elect the various 
committees etc. The Federation is not some mythical '"Fhey" somewhere in

T would suggest that the ACTSF ( i.e. the clubs) 1s not frightened 
of any club big or small. If Shirley cares to have a look at the Const- 
itution and Regulations he will see what powers the ACTSF has, and how 
they can be used. This "Bible" was drawn up by representatives of the clubs 
and is reviewed each year by representatives of the Clubs ( elected by..... 
the Clubs ). As was evident this year, there will be no new clubs admitted 
with "nationalistic names " but IF Turner were a nationalistic name, 
permissible when the club joined the Federation years ago, would it like 
to be. told now that it must change its name ? 

Supporters- - - --- Full marks to the "Bubbles". I wish more clubs had 
some. Turner's supporters do a wonderful job (we know, after playing them). 
And full marks to Turner for the terrific efforts they make with encouraging 
juniors. 

Promotions - ----- Shirley may have seen a car sticker which says "SOCCER 
IT TO ME " This sticker was my idea, in 1971. I had the art work done, the 
stickers prepared (at my own expense) and offered them to members of the 
Federation at cost, who wanted them ? Turner, Forrest, Lyons. I have for two 
years been advocating a TV programme- it would not be expensive if the costs 
were shared equitably: response by the clubs ? NIL. Clubs are not eager to 
suggest innovations. It is generally a case of if vou open your mouth you 
get the job. Unfortunately there are still only 24 hours per day. 

True and factual reporting depends basically on two things :-

1. The reporter's ability to interpret what he sees ‘ and we have good reportersi 
and 2. the "facts" reported to him by clubs-- How many clubs give the media 
any information at all, factual or otherwise ? No prizes for answering this one. 


It is unfortunate that the rest of the world has not seen the merit in 
awarding more points for drawing games than winning. I would humbly suggest 
that were the boot on another foot, the suggestion would have been different. 
This is not to deny the credit due to Turner for the way they have humbled 
the mighty. They deserve praise and have been getting it. 

Regarding refereeing and linesmanshipping-who suggested to the Council 
last year that each Club be required to send some of its members to the 
Referee's course about to be held, and was laughed at ? Yours truly. And who 
were the only clubs who had someone only remotely connected with them at the 
course ? Lyons and Turner. ( I refer to Federation clubs, Amateur Association 
clubs are a different story). Enough; although after last Sunday's game 4/6/73 
between Lyons and Turner where competent work by the (experienced) linesman 
resulted in Turner having 2 "goals'' disallowed. Shirley has perhaps 
reconsidered the standard he requires from linesmen.

The bit about national clubs I found hard to swallow coming from a Turner 
fan.How would the "Eagles" get on without the support they get from the Polish 
commmity? I agree with him about national names though. It always seems a bit 
silly to me that these clubs give themselves double-barrelled names like Croatia- 
DEakin and in N.S.W. Eastern Suburbs-Hakoah, Yugal-Ryde,Pan-Hellenic, Apia- 
Leichhardt, but the fact is that they are the best supported clubs in Australia 
and they fear that by losing their national identity they will also lose a lot © 
of support. It could be true for none of the district clubs in N.S.W. such as 
Granville, Auburn, Sutherland, or Western Suburbs can match the support. that 
the national clubs get. 

Finally, if by paying $3.00 a year subs entitles Turner Eagles some 
support, what about the position of my club Phillip United ? Everyone connected 
with the club from the President down has to pay $10.00, the exception being 
players under 18 and students who are only obliged to pay $5.00 Without this 
money coming in the club could not function as we have no “sugar daddies" in the 
form of national commmities or generous millionaires to support us. That we 
have one of the largest if not the largest playing staff in the Federation, 
approx 45 gives some indication of the club spirit which prevails among the 
members.

Looking at Sundays round, the Monaro and Croatia-Deakin 
fixture stands out as the most vital match and if Monaro can play 
a good tactical match as it did against Juventus last round, then 
the visitors from Deakin will have to be at their best. 

Canberra teams rarely show much skill in the way of tactics and in 
many games there isnt much evidence of planning or thinking. If a team 
does start with a match plan, often the players forget or ignore 
instructions after the opening minutes. 

Both these teams have very experienced coaches and many seasoned 
players so it may well be a battle of wits between Pat Stanley and Rod 
West, the two "heavyweights". Monaro will be anxious to please their 
supporters who are hoping to go on with the run started against Juv- 
entus. 

If Monaro players keep up their form improvement, the battle in 
midfield could be the equal of any seen this season. Stuart Devlin, 
Keith Jones, Mario Donda all went well last time up and will be out 
to bottle up master schemer Ivan Gruicic and also Vlado Horvath and 
Jimny Sangster. . 

Both teams still have injury suspect players. Sammy Vucago had 
to come off against Juventus and would have welcomed last week's break. 
Nado Spaleta and John Jones still have to shake off leg injuries and 
of course have lost match fitness. The goalkeepers Slatko Balic and 
Jim Todorovski have been blowing hot and cold and one mistake could 
lose it on Sunday. 

Croatia-Deakin must look the winners but Monaro should by now 
be able to keep the pressure on for the full 90 minutes. 

A tight game is on the cards again at O'Connor when “the draw 
merchants" Turner Eagles come up against Olympic again. There was a 
verv tight game when the teams met jn the first round. Olympic has the 
players but has it the team? Johnny Lea and George Campbell will be 
danger men for Turner but Wally Caruana, John Atkinson, George Bayin 
and co seem to be able to contain most attacks while Derek Lindh has 
been an enthusiastic leader and it is the Eagles lack of fire power 
up front which seems to be letting the side down. The dash in midfield 
seems to wither away in the shooting area. Perhaps a bit of first time 
shooting might bring results. An examination of the points table shows 
that 6 out of 8 lst Division teams have only managed an average of 
around 1; goals a game. 

Olympic has a very alert goalkeeper in Paul Fenwick and with 
John Schneider at the other end it is expected that this will be a low 
scoring game and could even be---dont say it--- another draw : 

Juventus is to meet a revitalised Phillip United at Jamison 
and with a determination to keep the pressure on Croatia-Deakin at the 
top of the ladder. Juventus were a bit slack early against Monaro 
and couldnt get back on top so wil] be out to unsettle Phillip early. 

The Gunners are looking stronger and faster than early on and could 
do much better in the second round of fixtures. Their condition stood 
up remarkably well in the recent 7 A side where the team played more 
confidently as the tournament progressed. It is impossible to forecast an 
upset out at Jamison but it is likely to be a very attractive game 
with plent, of interest and. movement and a closer score at the finish than 
most think.

Woden's quick attacking ability 
got the points last time and could swing it again as only the odd 
goal looks to be the decider. The Greens are anxious to come home 
well in the competition and an enthusiastic crowd is sure to be on hand 
to lend some much needed vocal support. 

At Phillip Oval, Forrest and Lyons will have a tight match. Lyons 
back in rhythm now will probably do better than in their first match 
and if the pace is on in this encounter, could get enough goals to 
win. 

Lyons has an "in form" Jo Exposito but Nick Hueso looks a bit 
out of touch and may be nursing an injury. Young Johnny Davies is 
"burning" and will sorely trouble the Forrest defence but Forrest has 
bigger problems in attack with a goal average of only one per game 
and a total of 9 for the season in league games. Lack of speed in the 
forwards has been a worry and a big improvement is expected of Ian 
Cuming who needs a strong game to regain confidence. 

Joe Arquero has lost Jim Hendry to Monaro but has the experience 
to organise the back line and because of more skilled forwards, Lyons 
start slight favourites in view of good recent displays. 

The uneven surface at Phillip is causing problems and there 
could be some unexpected miskicks or misses with the ball bobbing 
about. The recent rain will not have helped so a few unexpected 
opportunities might occur. 

Out at Monaro Queanbeyan City will be looking for a big score 
as a morale booster to wipe out the memory of the last 0-0 draw 
against St.George at the Showground. Mice Josifoski is back and with 
Andre Zakoski, Risto Martinoski, Dimche Angeleski, Koste Jakovceski 
all anxious to draw the selectors to their claims for positions in the 
rep team, a strong performance from the team is inevitable. Lorry Palec 
reckons that if St. George retreat into their defensive wall again, 
he'll be up their among the forwards. St. George with a young team, 
many of the lads are around 17, has been a much improved side in recent 
weeks and will be out to put up a good show against their old rivals. 

The A.N.U. v- Goulburn match at O'Connor is really a finals game. 
Defeat for either team could well mean dismissal from the premiership 
race. Goulburn are now free of injuries to key players and will throw 
out a strong challenge to the Students. This match will be the equal 
of any first grade game in the round, played as it will be by two very 
evenly matched teams. The result a toss up with probably the odds slightl 
favouring ANU. - 

It is not know. at this stage whether South City will be opposed 
to Dickson or the Under 16 side but a match is set down for Phillip. 
The Dickson players have been busy trying to make another effort to .

PUBLIC SERVICE SOCCER 


Round 4. played on the Sth and 7th of May, was a truncated 
round of four games due to an administrative mix-up reflective 
of the fact that the competition is run by public servants. 

Those games that were played provided two shock results with 
Trade & Industry and Immigration recording their first win at the 
expense of National Library and Navy, both previously undeféated. 

The greatest surprise of the round was Immigrations 2-0 defeat 
of competition leader National Library. Immigration had to come good 
eventually; in previous rounds they had played good football but failed 
to score any goals.

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After all the weeks of waiting, the dates for the next step 
in Australia's challenge for a place in the final 16 at Munich next 
year are still not yet finalised. 

The one thing that has been settled is that the first match 
against Iran will take place at the Sydney Sports Ground on August 
18th. THis is a Saturday and therefore will not affect Federation 
players who want. to see the game but will pose problems for members of 
the Amateur Association. 


The date of the second game in the series has not yet been fixed 
and the date and venue for a decider if neccesary has to be worked out 
too. The battle of tactics is tied up with the effect on the respective 
teams of travelling. Australia wants to play the second game in 
Teheran as quickly as possible after the Sydney match as plans are’ to take 
the team to Iran only a few days before the game to dodge the energy 
sapping heat and other local effects. 

The Iranians want about two weeks break and this complicates the 
position if a third game is neccesary as FIFA wants the whole thing 
wrapped up by the end of August. 

Really these things dont concern us in Canberra-as far as 
arrangements to see the all important match is concerned. 

All along the Australian thinking has been that our opponents 
after Iran would be Israel but in something of a surprise result to 
the Australian camp, South Korea won the other half of the qualifying 
tournament and so becomes Australia's hurdle if we get past Iran. 

There were several surprise results from Europe during last week, 
the biggest shock being the England loss to Poland by 2-0 and there is 
a very real risk for England that it will not now qualify. Wales is in the 
same group with a better average than England and the return matches by 
Poland will be watched very closely by all. This type of result is of 
course one of the things that make the World Cup the competition it is. 

Back to the Australian position, the cartilage injury to Manfred 
Schaefer who has represented Australia 30 times is a blow coming on top 
of Bobby Hogg's broken leg. It is understood that Col Curran of 
Western Suburbs is the likely replacement but he is an unpredictable 
character. It is thought that there might be a number of changes by Rale 
Rasic, the Australian coach and it has been rumoured that Johnny Warren, 
now back to his best mightbe given the captaincy back as Peter Wilson at 
fullback has not shown the drive neccesary to spur the team in attack. 
Harry Williams is still apparently injured but the lineup could be 
altered somewhat in the coming weeks as the team starts to play matches 
together. 

The position re the Canberra contingent to the match in Sydney on the 
18th August is that application has been made for reserved seats, not 
reserved area seats as before and enquiries are being pursued to visit a 
club closer to the city than St. George although that club has already 
issued a welcome. 

It does look as if the party will get away about mid-day but this 
will depend on the size of the party . The cost with everything looks to be 
about $27.00 with students and children about $14.00. Enquiries are 
being made also re prices for children at the ground. The feeling at the 
moment is that the Canberra party will finish up between 30 and 40 and it is 
hoped to have all arrangements completed well before the date of the game 
so that there will be no last ditch effort chasing tickets etc. So if you 
want to join the group or know anyone who does then please ask them to 
contact the Federation Secretary 812318 as early as possible. Quite a 
number of people will want to go to Sydney by car and in this case will 
have to make their own arrangements re tickets for the game as the ACTSF 
will not be a ticket agent.
